THE CHAFTON CASE. 


Plea of Guilty and Sentence. 


Frofti W«lB«<!ay'6 TaUy. 


The Crafto* murder case took on u new 


phase upon the assembling of court this 
afternoon. 
The prisoner stated to the 


court (hat lie desired Jo enter a plcu .of; 
guilty to the Crime of manslaughter. The' 
court stated that in such- case—if the 
counsel for the people desired to accept 
the plea—it would be his duty to sentence 
the defendant to imprisonment for a num- 
ber of years, and might in his discretion 
make; th^termto extend to his'natural 
life. This announcement seemed to take 
the prisoner'and his counsel by' surprise, 
their impression being that the imprison- 
ment couM not be Mr more than fourteen 
years. 
A whispered consultation was 


then held between the court and Messrs. 
Cieannd Thornton, at the conclusion of 
which his honor called the prisoner before 
him, 
and informed him that he could 


withdraw Ids ploa if he so desired, inas- 
much a>- there had been a misunderstand- 
ing, saying at the same timo that no one 
knew what the sentence would be, in case 
the plea were not withdrawn—that it 
might be for one year, or it might be for 
life. Tho prisoner, who uppeard to be 
laboring under considerable mental ex- 
citement, replied that be -till desired to 
plead guilty. Judge smith then s>aid: 
"The sentence of the court is that yo'u be 
taken to tlje county j.ill, and thence to the 
state penitentiary, to be there confined at 
hard labor lor the period of jour natural 
life." 


During tlie delivery of the sentence the 


most piofound silence prevailed in the 
court room, which was densely crowded, 
and when the prisoner returned to his 
seat a look of relief seemed to be appar- 
ent on every countenance except that of. 
the, doomed culprit;, whose face was- 
Hushed with excitement.

TOO MUCH BAKED. 


This morning about half past three, an 


alarm of fire induced a large number of 
persons to rise a little earlier than usual, 
especially those connected with the fire 
department. A'blaze in a northeasterly 
direction from the old square attracted 
the crowd in that direction, and it was 
soon learned that Blackburn's bakery, at 
the corner of Broadway and Cerro Gordp 
streets, was on fire.

The inside of the building is pretty 


thoroughly charred, though the frame is 
but little damaged. 
' Mr.B. had in his-bakery a quantity of 
flour, bread aud connections, most of 
M'hich were ruined by water. 


The building is owned by Mr,' C. L. 


Wood, formerly of this city, now living 
in jGuthrie, Kentucky. This is insured 
in the office of Barnes & Tibbets, in a Mil- 
waukee company, for five hundred dollars, 
which will probably cover the loss. Mr. 
Blackburn hail insurance at the same of- 
fice in the Merchants' Insurance Co., of 
New Jersey, to the amount of $400, cov- 
eringhisoven, shopfurniture and stock of 
candies. This amount will also probably 
cover his loss. 


Mo one seems to know how the fire 


originated. Mr. Blackburn had done his 
baking on the evening before, and had 
allowed the lire in the oven to go entirely 
out, and there was no fire about the Tirem- 
ises that he knew of. He went to bed 
about one o'clock, looking carefuily be- 
fore doing so to sec that all was right.— 
It is certain, however, that fire came, and 
the building and stock named arc deci- 
dedly the worse for it.

CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE I—NAME. The name of this 


Society shall be the Macou County Chris- 
tian Temperance Union, subordinate to 
the "State Christian Temperance Union," 
an auxiliary of the "National Christian 
Temperance Union." 


AKT. II—OB.TECT. The object of this 


1'nion shall be to promote the cause of 
temperance in the county of M'»con in 
the spirit of the following pledge: "With 
malice toward none, with charity for all, 
1, the undersigned, do pledge my word 
•ind honor, God helping me, to abstain 
from all intoxicating liquors as a bever- 
age, and that I will, by all honorable 
means, encourage others to abstain." 


AKT. 
Ill—MEMBERSHIP. Any person 


residing in the county of Macon, having 
signed the above pledge, may become a 
member of this Union by signing this 
Constitution, and any member violating 
his pledge, shall forfeit his membership. 


ART. W—OFFICIARY. SEC. 1.—The of- 


ficers of this Union shall be a President, 
three Vice Presidents, one chaplain, one 
Corresponding Secretary, one Recording 
Secretary and one Treasurer, who, togeth- 
er with five other persons called Managers, 
shall constitute an Executive Board, seven 
of whom shall be a quorum for the trans- 
action of business.

(5.) Miscellaneous Business. 
SBC. 2. Special meetings of the Union 


may be called by the Executive Board at 
any time. 
" SEC. 3. Mask meeting for the purpo-e 
of securing signatures to the pledge may 
be held at such time and place as the 
Executive Board shall determine. 


AHTICLE VII.—BY-LAWS.—This Union, 


by majority vote of members present at its 
semi-annual meetings, may enact By. 
Laws, which shall continue in force until 
the succeeding semi-annual meeting. 


ARTICLE VIII— AMENDMENTS. — This 


Constitution may be amended by a two- 
thirds vote of the members present :it 
any semi-annual meeting, provided sueu 
amendment shall have been proposed at 
the previous semi-annual meeting; and 
provided also, that it is not inconsistent 
with the spirit and plans of the .National 
and State Unions.

county of this resolution. 


On motion it was resolved that the pro- 


ceedings of this meeting be inserted iu 
the Decatur papers.

requested to keep his office with the corrc- 
spondirg secretary, in the hall of the l-u- 
catur Reform Club. 


On motion the Union adjourned till 


secoiid Monday in May, 1878.

their depraved hearts, instead of acting 
'•With malice toward none, with charity 
for all." 
Hence these patriotic bum- 


mers can not speak of any engaged in 
the liquor traffic without denouncing 
them as red-handed murderers, fiends 
incimiiite, and as worse than horse- 
thieves, when, in many instances, the 
men thus denounced are far better than 
their denunciators, who, until a recent 
date, did very much, by their influence

CHICAGO, Dec. 13.—In pursuance of 


a call for a meeting to take action on 
the silver question, now pending before 
congress, borne fiye thousand represen- 
tative men assembled in the Tabernacle 
to-night, and' listened to speeches and 
adopted resolutions which were preced- 
ed by a brief preamble. They declare: 


First—That the demonetization of 


silver was a vital and radical change in 
our monetary system, affecting the 
rights of all people, especially debtors; 
and we condemn it as a hasty, covert 
and ill-advised scheme, and strongly re- 
probate therdherence to the fraud while 
business calamity and general prostra- 
tion rule the day. 


Second—That without doubt demon- 


etization was accomplished through con- 
cealment, deception and fraud, «ud that 
the people generally knew nothing of it; 
and whether congressmen and the pres- 
ident knew its import or not, it dors 
not represent the people. 


Third—That by this act the value of 


public bonds, and the public burdens, 
have been simultaneously increased.— 
The bonds are properly redeemable in 
silver, and it is illegal, unjust and wick- 
ed to clandestinely despoil the people 
and increase both public and private 
taxes. 


Fourth—Regarding the president to 


be of undoubted integrity and patriot- 
ism, yet he has been misguided by bad 
counsels, and his message shows no 
genuine word of comfort for the strug- 
gling masses, and his suggestion that 
yielding to bondholders will enable us 
to refund the debt at a lower rate of 
interest is a delusion. 


Fifth—The government cannot, with 


due regardj to the rights of the people, 
waive its option to pay in gold or silver 
and restrict itself to payment in gold; 
the 
consequences of 
this 
nefarious 


scheme are so far reaching and disas- 
trous that it calls for unmeasured de- 
nunciation. 


Si.xth—That the making of silver a 


legal tender for small debts, but not for 
bc-nds, is the worst kind of partial legis- 
lation. 
We therefore pledge ourselves 


to vote for no nun for Congress not ful- 
ly committed in favor of silver becom- 
ing a full legal tender for every debt. 


Seventh—We cull upon both houses 


of Congress to insist upon the roiwmc- 
tization ui' silver; and if the President 
should veto it, to append a clause to the 
appropriation bill repealing the demon- 
etization act, and stand by it, with full 
confidence of popular support. 


The resolutions further recommend 


meetings to be held throughout the 
country similar to this, to urge prompt 
action in Washington

gressmen. If it should become a law 
Congress might about as well attempt 
to fill up the channel of the Mississippi 
with greenbacks, for the government 
would be bankrupt before ever the 
levee would life 
finished.—Indianapolis

cause, and a phalanx of physicians from 
St. Louis wiH be on hand to actually 
prove that he has a monomania for kill- 
ing people. 
If they shall succeed in 


legally establishing this otherwise estab- 
lished fact, his lawyers have no fuar 
that society will lose his chastening 
presence. 
The high hopes of his attor- 


neys, however, spring from an entire 
disregard of the fact that in this extra- 
ordinary case there are manifestly two 
courts of appeal, one of which may 
suspend the judgment of the lower 
couit, but in which case the other will 
be very likely to suspend the outlaw. 


THE Richmond 1'aHndinm contains 


an able article on the President's South- 
ern policy, in which the ground is taken 
that his effort* to conciliate the Soutl 
will fail through the obduracy of the 
South itself in refusing all reasonable 
concessions, and demanding impossibil- 
ties.

Slay 25, 1877, provides for the appoint- 
ment of a State board of health. Sec- 
tions 4 and 5 of said act read as fol- 
lows: 


"It shall be the dutyof all physicians 


anil accouchers in this State to register 
their names and post office address with 
the county clerk of the county where 
they reside; and said physicians and ac- 
oouchers shalljbe required under penalty 
of ten dollars, to be recovered in any 
court of competent jurisdiction 
in the 


State, at .suit of the county clerk, to re- 
port to the county clerk, within thirty 
days from the date of their occurrence, 
all birth:, and deaths which may conic 
under their supervision, with a certifi- 
cate of the cause of death, and such 
correlative facts as thejboard may re- 
quire, in the blank forms furnished as 
hereinafter provided. 
Where any biith 


or death shall take place, no physician 
or accoucher being in attendance, the 
same shall be reported to the county 
clerk, within thirty days from the date 
of their occurrence with the supposed 
:ause of death, by the parent, or if none, 
)y the neure.st of kin not a minor, or if 
none, by the resident house-holder where 
he death shall occur, under penalty as 
irovided in the proceeding section of 
:his act.'1

The Elegant TUtiw Besidence of 
<3eo. D. Haworth. 


It always affords us pleasure to make 


mention of improvements made by oar 
citraens, in the way of new buildings, and 
•whensuch improvemenlstake the shaj>« 
of elegant and tasteful residences the 
pleasure is greatly heightened. A fine- 
dwelling-house is wortltyof special men- 
tion, in- that it not only speaks of the pros- 
perity of the owner but of'his taste and 
public spirit, for the pleasures connected 
with a handsome and commodious resi- 
dence belisog not alone to those who dwell 
within its walls—it is a joy to all who 
look upon and admire it. 


Tha fine house erected by Mr. George 


D. Haworth. the past season, on the south- 
west corner of Franklin and Eldorado 
streets, belongs to the class of which we 
have spoken^ It has been much admired 
and praised by all who have seen> it du- 
ring the Jtime it has been in course of 
erection, and now that it is finished and 
occupied it is daily visited by the many 
friends of Mr. and Mrs. Haworthi, who 
come to feast their eyes on its interior 
beauties and conveniences, and to > con- 
gratulate its occupants upon their good 
fortune in being the possessors of sush a 
charm ing home. 


The building is of a composite style of 


architecture, somewhat on the ordes of 
the villa, and yetjhaving less of mere or- 
namentation than belongs to that class of 
country-seats. The structure is of bnek, 
two stories and basement, with a lofty 
attic beneath the mansard roof. "Khe 
main front looks eastward, while a sale 
entrance and veranda on the north re- 
lieve what would otherwise be a some- 
what blank exterior. The north, east aad 
south sides of the building are of pressed 
brick, and the cappings and trimmings 
arc of frear stone. 


Beginning with the basement, which is 


as complete in all its appointments as any 
other part of the house, the first thing 
which attracts attention is the laundry 
which is furnished with stationary wash 
tubs, a laundry stove, hot and cold wa- 
ter, and every other appliance calculated 
to make a complete outfit. One feature 
that should not be overloaked is the force 
pump which brings soft wutcr from a 
large cistern. Opening out of the laun- 
dry are the coal cellars, faraace room and 


•\ egetable cellar, all well lighted and ven- 
tilated. 


On the first floor, and immediately over 


the laundry, is the kitchen, which is a 
model of convenience, with its closets 
and pantries, its wash sin-t and water fix- 
tures, the whole finished out with a fine 
cooking range. Immediately north of the 
kitchen is the dining room—a large, 
cheerful apartment, finished in oak and 
walnut. East of this are the library and 
the family sitting room—the three apart- 
ments taking up the eutir* north side ol 
the house, and opening into one gram! 
snlon by means of sliding doors. In each 
of these rooms is n grate for open fires 
The mantels are of slate—very handsome 
—and the hearths of glased tile, set in 
beautiful patterns. 
The library and sit- 


ting room are finished in walnut, as are 
all the other, rooms except the dining 
room. South.of the library and sitting 
room, and across the hall, is a spacious 
parlor, with windows to the south ant! 
east, making it one of tho BIOS', cheerfu' 
and airy rooms imaginabla. The mantel 
and hearth in this room ar» perfect mod- 
els of beauty. The wide hall of which 
mention has boen made runs from the 
main entrance west to the- dining room, 
whore it is intersected by another hai! 
leading from it to the south, door. At the 
intersection o£ the two halfc the stairwaj 
begins. The main hall is separated from 
the front door by a vestibule and storm 
doors. 


The second fltoor is divided into apart 


ments of the same size as those below, to 
gethcr with a bathroom and water closet 
The chambers are finished ia walnut, anc 
all the rooms—above and below—have 
stucco cornices and center pieces. Each 
chamber has a largo closet, a stationar; 
w ash-stand with hot and cold water, 
mantel and grate, in addition to a ho 
air register. 
The chandeliers, bracket; 


and gas-fixtures are the most beautiful we 
have ever seen iu this city. Adcscriptioi 
of them would occupy a column. Th 
attic is unfinished, but is of sufficiea 
height to admit of being d'u ide;l iuto cam 
iortable chambers 


This elegant house is the work of DC 


catur mechanics, and is another triumpi 
of their taste and skill. The contract wa 
let to Mr. D. C. Shockley, under whos 
direct personal supervision the eatir 
work was done. The brickwork was c.\ 
ecutcd by,Mr. Troutman, the plasterin 
by Snarr & Miller, the painting by M. A 
Myer & Son, the slating and tin work b 
Ebert&Bro., the plumbing by H. Mue 
ler & Co., the doors and inside blinds b 
Elwood & Co., the Frear stone work b 
Martin & Burgesj. The carpenter wor 
was done by the contractor himself. Th 
grounds around the building were vei 
handsomely graded by Alderman Bran 
ble, whose skill in that particular is wel 
known. A splendid brick stable stanc 
on the southwest comer of the lot, and ' 
as complete in its way as the house itsel 
There remains yet to be done a conside 
able amount of work, such as the put tin 
up of an iron fence, the laying of walk 
erecting marble steps, sodding and othi 
ornamental work, all of which will he!

Lincoln began yesterday and closed, this 
morning, the magistrate holding the de- 
fendant in $500 to apyvar at the January 
term of the circuit c-.urt.

examination called forth a great deal of 
interest at Lincolm 
According to.tlie 


story as we have heard it, Falconer testi- 
fied that when he went to Lincoln, on the 
day of the failure oi liucker, Hammer & 
Co., he went to thr bank of Dustin and 
presented the draft of H., II. &. Co.. on 
the First National of Springf eld;. that 
Dustin merely said "-they're busfed," and, 
shoving the draft buck to him, called him 
into the back room and told bin that he 
had on hand moro of the paper of R., II, 
& Co. than he could nffaid to curry, the 
amount being some $8,700; .that he gave 
Frank one of the certified checks, (being 
for about $2,200) and told him to gct.it 
off. 
Falconer also testified that the un- 


derstanding between them v«is that he 
should negotiate the check .it. the First 
National Bank, of Lincoln, which he did, 
and paid the proceeds (in the shape of Chi- 
caeo exchange.) to Dustin. T!hc latter al- 
so testified, hut does not admit having 
had any knowledge of the failure of R, H , 
& Co. wheni* gave the check to Falconer. 
This is the substance of the testimony as 
related to us, upon which the magistrate 
held Falconer in $500 bail as above stat- 
ed. It is reported that the tide of popular 
feeling in Lincoln has turned decidedly 
in favor of Falconer and against Bnstin.

About 100 men, mostly

part of the county, gathered there early 
in the evening, when the news came 
that those who werq to help, and who 
lived .near Gilson, had for the time 
given up the attempt, and would not be 
on hand. 
After a good deal of filibus- 


tering, the conclusion to go home qui- 
,etly was reached and acted upon. The 
precautions about the jail will not be 
relaxed, and the guard will probably be 
kept up'untilitbe time of trial. 


A telegraphic alarm has been to-day 


placed in position, connecting the jail 
with police headquarters, and a gcueral 
alarm will be sounded should an attack 
be made. The fact of the attempt last 
night is known to onjy a few citizens, 
and the belief among them is, that no 
further demonstrations will be made 
unless application for a change of venue 
be made, Mid then an attack would be 
carried out which would be irresistible. 
Rande was perfectly cool during the 
whole preparations for defense, only ex- 
pressing the hope that if they come he 
would be able to do for one of them. 


The sheriff is fully prepared to meet 


all attempts of the kind, with the ad- 
vantage of a new and specially strong 
jail efforts of the vigilantes will proba- 
bly be fruitless.

The Springfield Savings Bank was or- 
gagized under special ..-halter in 1867. 
with $100,000 capital. It did a profit- 
able up to 1873, when President Mel- 
vin, who was also President of the Gil- 
man Railroad, invested the aissets large- 
ly in railroad securities and manufactu- 
ring speculations. On January 1, 1874, 
Virgil Hickos became President; but 
the shrinkage in real estate, and its un- 
salable character rendered the assets 
unavailable. 
Under its late manage- 


ment the bank has been a small affair, 
doing little busine^. It is believed the 
effect may po^ibly be to suspend other 
city banks, but their officers assert to 
the contrary.
